The true shortcake U a modernized form 


of our grandmoHierV pandowdies. When 
dietetic reformers decided that pie, wai In- 
tolerable, the pub»c generally failed to 
agree and tbe sbortoake seems to Jiave been 
a compromise measure. Latterly ,tbe pie 
has regained something ot Its old position, 
but the shortcake has evidently "come to 
stay." 


Tbe dough for a ahortcake Is not unlike 


that for tbe old-fas iloned sour cream or 
buttermilk biscuit. One cupful of moder- 
ately soar milk or <=Wm will require one- 
half teaspoontul soda; therefore If swett 
milk be used, with [the same amount of 
soda must be conboed twice at much or 
one teaipoonful cream of tartar. If bak- 
ing-powder two teai poonfuls Is the equiv- 
alent of one leaspoonful ertanof tartar 
and one-half tearpoonfut soda, because 
some starchy substwcels used In tbe pow- 
dei to preserve Ita rising qualities. To 
one cupful of flour one level teaspoonful 
of 
baking-powder Is usually 
allowed. 


This and one-quarwrj teaspoonful salt are 
gifted with tbe flouV^Beveral times, to be 
sure they are wall nixed, then one round- 
ing tablespoonful «f butter Is rubbed in 
and with one-quarter" to one-half cup 
sweet milk tbe Whale if mixed to a, soft 
deugb.
